* The only ſubjec I find in them, upon which it is neceſſary for me to obſerve 
is, the raiſing the regiment of colour in Jamaica; and, after the hopes your Lord- 
ſhip had encouraged me to entertain, of the concurrence of the iſland in that mea- 
fure. I cannot withhold from you my ſurpriſe and diſappointment, at the account 
you give me of the unfavonrable, and I think, miſtaken light in which the eſtabliſh- 
ment of ſuch a corps is ſeen, by many of the moft reſpectable inhabitants of the 
1ſ)and; I more particularly feel myſelf called upon to preſs this obſervation upon 
you, from the evident advantages which the public ſervice in general, and our 
Weſl-India iſlands in particular, are at this moment deriving from the meaſure in 
queſtion ; which, you may be well atlvred, was not adopted on {light grounds, or 
with confined or temporary views, but on a full confideration of what our Weft- 


India pofteſſions may require hereafter, as well as at preſent; of what may be the 


probable extent and nature of the European force which can be applied to that ſer- 
vice; and of the neceſſity of endeavouring to render that force adequate to its vari- 
ous objects, by the aſſiſtance of the Weſt- India regiments now raifing. 

In forming a plan of general arrangement for Uh is purpoſe, it is not poſſible to 
appropriate a force, compoſed exclufively of Europeans, to any particular iſland, 
becauſe ſuch a procedure would militate againſt the very principle of the plan itſelf; 
which, by mixing troops compoſed of negroes and men of colour with our Euro- 
pean forces, is intended to give ſtrength and efficacy to both; not merely in propor- 
tion to their numbers reſpedtively, but by a judicious combination of their force; 
which it is conceived, when fo compoſed, muſt be infinitely ſuperior to the ſame 
number of Europeans acting alone, as heretofore, and expoted for any length of 


time to the ſeverity of that climate, the ravages of which have becn too fatally 


experienced, not to call upon government, to try every means te avoid or prevent 
tlie troops from being expoſed to in future. 

* His majeſty's confidential fervants therefore cannot 1 8 that they ſhould 
Ill diſcharge the truſt repoſed i in them, if, in deference to the reſpectable authorities 
by whom opinions are given, and apprehenſions are entertained, which appear to 
them, the fulleſt inveſtigation and contideration, to be not well founded, they were 
to abandon a meature uh ich unites the two moſt important objects that can come 
under their contemplation ; namely, the preſervation of the health and ſtrength of 
his majeſty's forces in the W eſt-Indies, and the defence and ſecurity of our poſſeſ-

giſlature of Jamaica, are to be underſtood excluſively to be troops raiſed in Europe, 
and compoſed entirely of perſons who are natives of that quarter of the globe, it 
would follow, that in caſe any of his majeity's troops which have been lately 
raiſed in the Canadas, Nova-Scotia, and New-Brunſwiek. were to be ſent to 
Jamaica, they would not be entitled to the benefit of the act in queſtion; a ſup- 
poſition that muſt appear too prepoſterous, to be ſerioully entertained, 
Whatever, therefore, may have been the ſentiments of the il land at large, in 
regard to the expediency of railing the th Weſt-India re21ment. ] have that con- 
fidence in the wiſdom and juſtice of the legiſlature of Jamaica, that I cannot allow 


myſelf to apprehend, that they can perſiſt in putting a forced conttration upon 


one of their own acts, by which anv part of his majelty's troops would be deprived 
of the benefit intended them, merely becauſe they feel ſome diffculty in recon- 
ciling themſelves to an eſtabliſhment of which thoſe troops make a part.

to perſevering induſtry, neceſſary in theſe provinces; the latter will naturally require 
time to learn, and practice, and in the former, they muſt be aſſiſted: Although I am 
perſuaded they will be much ſooner able to take care of and provide for themſelves, 
than could have heen expected by the moſt ſanguine, who know their circumſtances 
exactly, until then I am perſuaded the iſland of Jamaica will continue to make the 
proviſion abſolutely neceſſary for theſe poor people, which ſhall be adminiſtered 
with the moſt difintercſted fidelity, ceconomy, and diſcretion. VV 
Mr. Quarrell is preparing conveyances of the property purchaſed on account 
of the iſland of Jamaica, for the uſe of the maroons, which I ſhall receive charge of 
and preſerve, conſidering it as a truſt committed to my care by the iſland of Jamaica, 


for the uſe of the maroons, until I {all receive his majeſty's inſtructions thereon ; 
under and ſubject to which, are any meaſures or intervention of my aid and aſſiſt- 


ance in this buſineſs, at all times to be underſtood and conſidered. 

The maroons proceeded perfectly right, and with the moſt promiſing appearances 
of content, when an unfortunate idea was ſuggeſted to them, of being removed to 
the Cape of Good Hope, or to ſome Aſiatic region, under the care and guidance 
of Mr. Ockterlony : Theſe ſchemes were painted to captivate and inflame the deſires 
of the people, while every comfortable incident, which the ſevereſt and longeſt 
winter known ſince the ſettlement of Halifax, was made uſe of, to terrify and dif- 
ouſt them againft this country; at length they were prevailed on to complain: Pe- 
titions to the king, privately and infidioutly concealed from me, were prepared, and 
under the direction of Mr, Ochtherlony ſent home: Gentlemen of the army and 
navy, and paſſengers going to England, invited to the ſettlement, to hear theſe poor 
people utter diſcontents which were taught them, and which, when examined, were 
infignificant, trifling, and embracing no other view or end, than to prevent their ap- 
plying themſelves to any ſort of Jabour, or attachment to their ſettlement ; which, 


notwithſtanding my utmoſt exertions, has been ſo injuriouſly effected, that the iſſand 


of Jamaica will be therebyburdened with one year's complete ſupport of theſe people, 
longer than would have been neceſſary, had not Mr. Ochterlony taken up a ſcheme, 
and purſued meaſures for their removal fromthis province; which, however deſirable 
to him, cannot poſſibly be productive of any goed to the maroons themſelves, or be 
conſiſtent with the ſafety or intereſt of the iſland of Jamaica, or the credit of his 


majeſty*s government, which are the only motives.of my agency in this caſe, and 


which I think will be ſecurely effected, if the preſent meaſures are ſtedfaſtly pur—

this has not been the caſe; on the contrary, every diſcouragement and oppoſition 
daily increaſed, notoriouſly fiom the ſame- ſource, and to a degree that required my 
| poſitive and immediate interference; Mr. Quarrell deeply ſenſible of the miſchiefs, 
 earneitly-repreſented them to me for redrets ; which could be obtained by no other 
means, than the removal of Mr. Ochterlony from all concern or intercourſe 
with the buſineſs; which I immediately demanded, and appointed captain Alex. 
ander Howe, of my regiment, to take charge of the maroons, and any property 
Mr. Quarrell might deliver to him in my behalf, for this purpoſe: Captain Howe 
is a reſpectable, upright, judicious, fenſible man, well known and highly preferred 
'by Mr. Quarrell; has had many years experience in Jamaica: Since captain Howe 
bas ſuperintended, the whole ſettlement wears a new and promiſing appearance, 
the people are all cheerfully at work, there is good humour returning, ſome have 
ſolicited to be ſettled for life, and they gradually avandon all the plans fooliſhly 
and wickedly made, kept up, and cherithe1 among them, not to work, not to plant, 
vot to repair their houſes, not to fend their children to ſchool, not to go to church, 
left theſe things ſhould keep them here, and fruſtrate the wild, viſionary, and cruel 
ſcheme. of a removal to a warmer country, upon a predatory murderous principle 
of ©. making room for themſclurs,” as their chiefs told me in a conference, when 
they defired my confent, and to furniſh arms, ammunition, proviſions, and veſſels 
to carry them; while they remain here, they are ſafe, and can do no harm; they 
mav. and in time no doubt will, be happy and comfortable in this province; the 
younger people will ſoon fall into the habits of the country and climate, the older 
claſs will drop away, and daily have leſs exertion and influence; they are healthy, 
increaſe in numbers, and I verily believe they now weigh two-thirds more than 
when they arrived here, ſo fat and luſty are they grown: Among them is a ſenſible - 
old man, named John Jarrett, who laments very much the want of ſome property 
which he left in Jamaica, and has importuned from me a promiſe, that I would 
folicit your lordſhip's aid, that it might be recovered and tranſmitted to me; in 
compliance of which, I have herewith taken the liberty to encloſe his memo- 
randums, which Mr. Quarrell ſays are juſt demands; if they could be recovered, 
it would have a good effect among them. | 
I have treſpaſſed on your lordſhip a very long letter, but I truſt the intereſting 
importance of the ſuhjett to the-iſland-of Jamaica, and the great attention and care 
your lordihip has manifeſted in all its various progreſs, will plead my juſtification ;

turned to this place, ſubjected to ten per cent. damages, and ſo effectually diminiſh- 
ing the credit of that fund, that money could not be obtained for the ſubſiſtence of 
the maraons, and neceflary progres of their ſettlement; the ball holders alſo requir-. 
Ing payment of Mr. Quarreil, I have indorſed his bills, both to relieve the peculi- 
arly painful fituation.in which. he was placed by the iſfand of Janzaica, and for their 
. credit, upon which the maroon were received into this province by your lordſhip's 
deſife: 1 have the fulleſt confidence that theſe embarraſſments wal be remedied by 
the lecifJature of Jamaica, and meaſures taken to prevent any diſeredit to the bills

where they would: It is not the firſt, ſecond, or third year, that men with large fa- 
milies of ſmall children, without funds, can ſupport themſelves and families in a 
new country, how great⸗their induſtry ; it will take conſiderable time before all ne- 
ceſſary wants can be ſupplied from their own labours, however prolific the ſoil; 
lands can be procured in this province, of excellent quality, in any quantity, by 
grant, eſcheat, or light: purchaſes; and there is no doubt in my mind that, with 
the above aids, they would be comfortably ſettled and diſpoſed of in Nova- Scotia. 
Many black people are now in this country, well ſettled, and living at their 
.eaſe with their families, on their own lands, with large ſtocks of cattle, who began 
*thirteen years ago, with nothing but their on labour, and an allowance of provi- 
ſions from his majeſty for a limited time, to depend upon; others reſiding in the 
towns, or in the country, occupied as ſervants, or labourers, are happy and con- 
tented under mild ſervitude and liberal wages, e higher than in any other 
part of the world): | 
The influence of Thomas Peters, among the black people who came to this 
province at the cloſe:of the laſt war; the attachment of the blacks, to the whole 
extent of their families, impelling them alwavs to ad together, and even to conſi- 
der as one family thoſe who came from the ſame country or province; an-injudici- 
ous and unjuſt mode of aſſigning them their lands; the whole manageme t of 
them throughout the province, on their firſt. arrival in this colony, by the ſeveral 
agents employed by the loyaliſts, together with the great advantages and allurements 
held. ont to*them by the company, were the real cauſes of ſo many removing to 
Sierra Leone; their removal did not ariſe from any other cauſes: I was employed 
by governor Parr. to aſſiſt their removal. from the county of Annapolis, and was 
perfectly well i ith their motives; many of theſe unfortunates, I am 
afraid, repent 12 this country, even though: they laboured under ſome diſagrees 
able circumſtances with reſpect to their lands: This much 4 fay on this ſubje&, to 
ſhew that the removal of thoſe people did proceed, not from the difficulty of ſet- 
thng and diſpoſing of them in this province, but the neglecting to do it properly, 
with other cauſes. 
Jo paur ſecond query: ] cannot ſuppoſe that this climate can be leſs tolerable 
to the maroons, than to any other blacks. 
Many of the blacks now ſettled here came from the warm ſultry climates of 
Virginia, the two Carolinas, Georgia, and the two Floridas; it is well known, that 


the heat of thoſe countries is as intenſe, and n ſome as continued, as it is in Jamai- 


ca, in its warmeſt parts: Thoſe people here enjoy perfect health, are induſtrious, 
hardy, and frugal, and now form, in many parts of this province, the 9 re- 
ſources for labour aud improvement: 

« ] think: that, in a little time, the maroons will bear this Men better a 
other blacks, except three months in the „ear; which may be made very tolerable 
to them, by warm houſes and large fires: I do not think the difference of climate 
greater between the mountains of Jamaica and Nova-Scotia, for nine months of 
our common ſeaſons, than it is between the mountains and Kingſton, Spaniſh-Town, 
Old-Harbour, Withywood, Savanna-la-Mar, and the ſea-coaſts of St. Thomas in 
the Faſt: I have been in the Blue-Mountains, and at ſome of the maroon- towns, 
Where I have for many days been glad of the comfort of a warm fire, during the day 
and night, and ſeveral warm blankets on my bed; at Mr. Wallen's, at Cold- 
Spring, and at Cheſter-Vale, two miles beyond it, chimnies are in the houſes, as 


they. are here; European vegetables grow on the mountains of Jamaica, back of 
Cold-

ſortable weather; preparations making as faſt as poſſible for their accommodation, 
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Cold-Spring, in as high perfecl ion as Jever ſaw in any climate ; vix. carrots, parſ- 
nirs, beets. potatoes, cahbage, lettuce, Sc. Sc. and alſo very fine apples, with which 
E have ſeen trees loaded, particularly at Mr. Smith's mountain: That this climate 
is not injurious to their health, is evident from their preſent ſituation, none being, 
as J underſtand. ill, but ſuch as brought their diſorders with them: The deaths chat 
have happened in this provines, amongſt the inar.ons, have been oing to a long 
paſſage. diſcaſes they brought with them, or had contradted in their pafſage; the 
number of births lately has nearly made the numbers equal, and, in a few weeks, 
v1 prob ah exceed the number embarked at Jamaica: Theſe are certain circum- 
ſtances, hr, that may be better known to you than my elf, bat, among io many pe- 
ple in their native climate, old and young, I never ſa v, in any part of che world I 
have beer in, more health, and leſs diſeaſe. | 
« Your third query, I can anſwer from experience: That they will work if en- 
couraged; a proof is, that J have, on application, given paiies to a great many who, 
have engaged themſelves to labour for ſeveral gentlemen at Halifax, by the week, 
and by the month; many are employed about the country, and get high wages for 
clearing lud, making hay, driving carts, and various other labours; I find no ciffi- 
culty to get as many maroons to labour as 1 want, at very low wages, to make. 
bricks, dig cellars, carry ſtones, hoe potatoes, make hay, or do any thing | direct 
them to du; the induſtry of the women, boys, and girls, in gathering ſtrawberries, 
and raſpberries, has been unte mitted; they carry them to Halifax, and ſell them at 
a good price, thereby making money to ſupply themſelves with many comforts, not 
provided for by the eſlabliſhment: Many of the men are anxious to have their 
portion of land laid out for them, that they ma, know their own labour will be for 
their own future benefit, and have themſelves adopted an idea, that negro-yams, 
their favourite food, will grow here as it does in their ſettlements in Jamaica, among 
their early lndian corn; a hint I mean to improve, and to forward which, his ex- 
cellency fir John Wentworth has ſent to Jamaica for half a ton of thoſe yams to 
get into the feed, and try the experiment: The firſt object in my view, after my, 
coming here, on the 22d July, was, by the governor's deſire and approbation, to 
give inſtruct ions to a ſurveyor, for the purpoſe of laying out lots for the maroons, 
as far as the land purchaſed was gocd, aſtgning the wortt and leaſt cultivatable for 
common paſture, for «hich purpoſe it is very competent; but the rains have been 
ſo inceſſant ever ſince, that J cannot carry this meaſure into effect, may be for 
ſome days; ſome families that have planted potatoes about their houſes, have kept 
them in geod order, and almoſt all the families have tolerable cabbages growing, 
and expre's forrow that they had not this ſpring made their gardens more extenſive, 
ſceing the great profit made by thoſe productions at Halifax market, and they not 
able to avail themſelves of 1t, from their want of timely exertion ; the cauſe of their 
not ſetting out with a good inclination to work, was not certainly from incapability 
on their part, but moſt undoubtedly from ſome influence, which taught them to ex- 
pect advantages from {uch backwardneſs to promote either their own general views, 
or perhaps the part: cular ones of the moſt defi igning among them: The ariival of 
the marcons in this country, after a long voyage, ſickly, driven trom the place of 
their nativity, no preparation for their ths reception, ſudden purchaſes obliged 
to be made to procure houſes habitable for them; every thing at firſt conſpired, 
with the longeſt and ſevereſt winter known in this country within the memory of 
man, to hurt and diſtreſs the proſpects before them. c 
They now ſee we have our ſhare of warm, and a long continuance of com- 


by 
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by the ere Hing of fix large and commodions houſes, and a well-planned large 
Ffchool-houte for them: Theſe attentions will cheer their future hopes, and give 
every reaſon to expect, that the experience of this year will excite them to labour 
for themſelves hereafter; every propenſity to wich, I ſhall endeavour to promote, 
dy the aſſignment of lands, example, and inſtruction. 

Vour fourth querv : What een to have influenced them againſt ſettling 
and providing for their own comforts,” can better be anſwered by thoſe who were 
in the habit of being with them from their arrival, and obſerving the conduct of 


your aſſiſtant towards them, to the day that I took poſſeſſion of my charge; I can 


repeat nothing but from hearſay, and that I would not chooſe to do: The firſt time 
Jever faw the maroons, and the only time previous to my coming here to attend 
you for one week. before the 22d ſulv, was in your company, ſave time in April 
laſt, when colonel Leonard was alſo here: The maroons then (I believe by a de- 
legate) expreſſed great diſſatisfaction at the coldneſs of the winter, and alſo laid 
ſome ſtreſs on the little probability there was before them, to maintain their fami- 
lies by their labour, particularly ſuch as had three or four wives, with children by 
each: Theſe were the only ſpecific reaſons aſſigned; all the reſt only went to general 
object ions to any cold climate, and a with to be removed to a warm one; they had 
not then experienced a ſummer here, they had not ſeen Indian corn come to per- 
feQion, they had not an idea the cold weather was ever to ceale; in ſhort, it ap- 
peared to me, that no place or ſituation in the habitable globe was what they really 
meant, except a return to their own country, under the capitulation; when they 


were told that was never by them to be looked for, they then expreſſed a wiſh to 


go to any country of a ſimilar climate with the one they had left. Their reaſons, 
their arguments, and opinions, appeared to me, to have been long ſtudied, and they 
were all collected in a body at the houſe, that they might have an opportunity of 
expreſſing them before the then company, for (to me) ſome latent purpoſe: This 
obſerv ation ſtruck me, and, I believe, one or two other gentlemen, at the time. 

I alſo know, that one or two families who did work, by planting potatoes, 
c. at Cold-Harbour, have told me, that they had made themſelves obnoxious to 
ſome of the leading people among the maroons, and that they had been much 
diſcouraged and ſeverely treated by Mr. Ochterlony ; and that much diſcourage- 
ment was thrown on their exertions, by knowing that Mr. Ochterlony did not wiſh 
they ſhould work, | 

« The diſpoſition I find in the maroons, ſo far as I can judge, indicates a practica- 
bility which may, and I hope will, be guided to uſeful labour; many have a turn 
for trade, and practiſe it among themſelves; many of the younger part are diſ- 
poſed to go to ſervice by the month, but none are inclined to ſeparate from their 
families, or be at any diſtance from the main body of their people.

I have n g ciated at par, 1000. at 5 per 
cnt. diſcount, and 1600. remain now thete, in a very hopeleſs ſtats, although in 
the hanes of a man of much weight and credit, Rr. Yonogh, the Biitith con- 
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ſal: Should theſe be returned to me, which expect will be the caſe, I ſhall not 
be able to turn them te uſe, from the low credit I am placed in by the above- men- 
tioned circumſtance ; and, in addition to my preſent diſtreſs, ſhould Mitchell and 
Milligan return any more bills, which their letters, dated hint a pro- 
bability of, for want of funds; perſonally as I ſtand engaged, a ſecurity for the 
Iſland of Jamaica, ſo far from having the moſt diſtant idea of being permitted to 
"depart from hence, 1 look to a confinement here, during a long and rigorous win- 
ter; and, under the moſt favourable confi deration, a priſoner on parole, at a con - 
fiderable expence to myſelf, and injury to my private affairs; nay, even a worſe 
ſituation is inferrable, from the language held by ſome whole accounts are yet un- 
paid. F 

I once bt my lord, I had been ſent here in the confidence of the iſland 
of Jamaica, and might have been conſulted on the diſpoſal of the maroons, at leaſt 
might have been permitted to have given ſome information, before. any deciſive 
e en had been taken reſpecting them; and ] mult candidly ſay, my lord. had 
I been in a ſituation to have given a vote on the occaſion, I ſhould have been 
againſt determining an ex parte bargain, as a thing that was concluſively to have 
bound another: Our 10. ſterling per head to fir John Wentworth, to complete 
the buſineſs, and diſcharge us, is more than expended already in his firſt quarter; 

and reallv, to be candid and honeſt with you, as I am in duty bound, in a reſpon- 
fible character, I muſt tell you no calculation can be made on the termination of 
this buſineſs, on its preſent footing; my perſonal attendance alone, can furniſh 
certain particulars the houſe of aſſembly ſhould necef{arily poſſeſs; it is beyond J 
a doubt calculated here, that the iſand muſt be long burdened » ith the expence. : 
Should the ſeſſion terminate before my arrival in the iſland, which I greatly 
apprehend may be the caſe, my accounts will remain a year longer before they are 
laid before the houſe ; cn report, as I preſume, no ſettlement can take place with- 
out my perſonal attendance, which is abſolutely neceſſary for their being pro- 
perly underſtood ; this delay I cannot but lament, although it may afford me the 
ſatisfact ion of having them contraſted with thoſe of my ſucceſſor.

That the legiſſature of Jamaica need only be convinced, that the preſent eſtabliſh- 
ment for the ſick is inadequate, in order to apply a remedy, is equally plain: 

Ihe preſent. eſtabliſhment is inadequate, inaſmuch as, 1ſt, the only increaſe 
allowed to a ſick man, is four dollars yearly to each ſoldier in the iſland : 

This ſum is to be conſumed by each regiment; hence it is to be taken for 
granted, that each regiment is equally healthy (it being acknowledge, that the diet 
of a fick man is more expenſive than of one in health): The fact is the contrary ; 
the 20th regiment of dragoons, for inſtance, is habituated to the climate; f uppoſe 

a regiment from Europe lands with a number of fick, or ſuppoſing a regiment comes 
from St. Domingo, or the Bahamas, &c. Sc. and comes on the Jamaica eftablith- 
ment, the fund for this ſickly regiment is no greater than that of one in much hap-

6th, without repealing the 
above proviſi on in a direct manner, the bithop of London is inveſted with the exer- 
cite of ordinary juriſdiction in this iſland, as far as the ſame appertains to the ec- 
clefiatiical regimen of the clergy only, but not with authority in reſpect to the pre- 
ſentation or induction to any of the churches or parithes in this i land:

And it was by the ſaid af provided, that the ſum of 30/. ſhould be added to the 
annual ſtipend of the rectors of the ſeveral other pariſhes in this iſland, as ſoon at 
churches ſhould be erected within them refpectively; and which ſeveral additions 
were in lieu and compenſation of certain fees, theretofore cuſtomarily paid to the 
rectors, for permiſſion to open the ground for the interment of the dead, within the 
churches of this iſland, the practice of which the ſaid act was meant to prohibit, by 
' Impoſing a penalty of co. on any rector, for each contravention thereof; and the 
ſaid ſeveral ſums were to be raiſed and paid, in the ſame manner as the aforeſaid 
_ annval ſtipends were directed to be raiſed and paid: 

That the committee muſt obſerve, that, by the aforeſaid regulation of the annual 
ſtipends, thoſe to the reQors of certain pariſhes were increaſed, and others leſſened ; 
and they beg leave to repreſent to the houſe, that the aforeſaid regulations are 
ſubje& to two conſiderable evils: Firſt, in making the rectors in ſome meaſure de- 
pendant on the churchwardens for payment of their ſtipends; and ſecondly, by 
obliging each pariſh to pay the ſtipend to its rector, the ſmall pariſhes are oppreſſed; 
as the tax to be aſſeſſed for the purpoſe falls heavy on their few inhabitants: To ob- 
viate which, your committee recommend to the houſe, to place the ſtipends of the 
clergy throughout the iſland on an equal eſtabliſhment, to be paid quarterly to their 
order, by the receiver-general for the time being, out of any public monies in his 
hands; fubject, however, to a certain deduction, for a particular purpoſe immedi- 
ately to be ſtated by the committee: 

That they beg leave to obſerve, that tliey find no fund has ever been eſtabliſhed 
in this iſland, or proviſion made, for the ſupport of the widows and orphans of ſuch 
clergymen of the iſland as ſhould die; and, as they conceive the eſtabliſhment of ſuch 
a fund would be a very great inducement, to clergymen with families to come 
over to this iſſand, and from whom, on every rational principle, might be expected 
the more perfect performance of moral and religious duties and examples; they 
ſtrongly recommend to the houſe to adopt a plan, whereby the receiver-general 
ſhall be authorized and required, to retain ten per cent. on the ſtipends to be allowed, 
under the aforeſaid recommendation of the committee, to the clergy ; the ſame to 
be veſted in the commiſſioners of public accounts for the time being, to be by them 
lent to the public, the intereſt of which accumulating fund, your committee are 
fully perſuaded will, after the expiration of a few years, be ample proviſion for the 
ſupport and maintenance of the widows and orphans of the Jamaica clergy : 

That the committee obſerve, that in 1681, a diſcretionary power was veſted by 
law, in the juſtices and veſities, for laying a reaſonable tax within their ſeveral pa- 
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riſhes, for erecting churches, and repairing ſuch as are made, and making conve- 
nient ſeats in them; and the ſaid juſtices and veſtries are reſpeQively ſubjocted to a 
penalty of 5. currency, for a neglect of their duty therein; but nothing is men- 
tioned in reſpect to buildinga dwelling-houſe for the rector, or eſtabliſhing a burial-

45 IT TLE entertainment can be exveded ſrom this ſubject, which is dry in its nature, and is con- 

veved in a language, that is not natural to the author. This narrative becomes intereſting, 
howerer, as it leads to the cul ivation of an obje &. which has been hitherto unknown, in the Briti h 
Weſt-Indies; and as it furniſhes a hope to the Britith coloniſts of being ſoon able to plant a new 
branch of trade, the culture of ſpices. of which the LVH makes a principal article; and which will 
be as advantageous to the planter, as important to the nation. 

For myſelf, | with by this attempt to ſhe w, that I have ſtudied to fulfil. the duties of a good ſub- 
Jef; to be uſeful to the country, of which 1 am a denizen; and, particularly, to the community, 

v herein I live, It is my earneſt deſire to pay the tribute of gratitude, which I owe to the beſt of o- 
vercigns, under whoſe mild government I have lived thirtv-four vears, proteQed by the beſt laivs, and 
the beſt conſtitution, that the human underſtanding has vet produced ;—a conſtitution, which, had it 
been imitated by my native country, would have preſerved my countrymen from that anarchy which 
has overwhelmed them, and ſaved them from thoſe deluges of blood, in which they have been fo fa. 
tally immerſed, | 

In the ſtudy of any ſubject, the maſt important, but moſt difficult, point is to know, how to dif. 
tinguiſh what is real from what is conjectural; to diſcern the properties which belong to it, from thoſe 
which ſpeculation lends to it; in order to conduct the mind with a degree of certainty to that know- 
ledge, which, being ſupported by experience, leads to the eſtabliſhment of truth. 

« Follow ing this rule, I ſhall ſtate, in this narrative, the different remarks, which J have been able 
to make, on the nature of the clove-tree: and which will thew the cloſe affinity that ſubſiſts between 
the c/ove tree, a plant of the Eaſt-Indies, and the pimenis tree, a native of the Welt-Indics, I ſhall 
thus endeavour to aſcertain, from my own experiments, in Dominica, what ſoil the clove will beſt 
thrive in, and what is, upon the whole, the moſt congenital to it. I ſhall. then proceed to thew the 
manner in which I have ſucceſsfully cultivated this tree to maturity; and from thence deduce the juſt 
ground of hope we may entertain, that the clove will ſoon become a moſt valuable article of pioduce 
in the Britiſh Weſt-India Colonies. | | 

% The clove, like the pimento tree, has a thin and ſmooth bark, of a whitiſh colour, a trunk, which 
is compoſed of an exceeding hard wood, and which, at the height of ten or twelve inches, branches out 
into ſeveral bovghs, that are furniſhed with leaves, placed oppoſite to each other, and are ſmooth, nar- 
row, pointed, indented round the edges, and are of a thick conſiſtence; while the leaves of the pimento 
are broad, and are either blunt or notched at their ends. g 

« Tt is to be obſerved, that in the Weſt-Indies, particularly in Dominica, moſt lands facing the eaſt 
are of a yellowiſh, or rediſh, ſtiff, clay; the ridges of the mountains there are moſtly of that kind of 
ſoil ; the whole quarter of Laſoye, which is extenſive, is alſo of the ſame nature; a ſoil, which, with 
few exceptions is moſt ungrateful, and hardly fit for any culivation ; this quarter, from its ſterility, 
has proved fatal to many adventurers, and has forced the cultivators of more than twenty ſugar eſtates 
to abandon their property, after the expenditure of immenſe ſums.—This tract of land, from the tra 
fide, and a good way up towards the mountains, is covered with pimento trees, which are found ally 
on the ridges, and on ſuch lands as I have above deſcribed. On my own eſtate, where the land moſtly 
faces the welt, and is generally a good ſoil. though mountainous, there is a hill, one fide of which fronts 
the eaſt ; the ground on that ſide is, as uſual, of a deep, yellow, ſtiff, clay; and though the origina! 
trees have been cut down long ago, yet on that part of the hill are growing ſeveral pimento trees, with 
a number of young ores coming on; as you proceed to the weſtward, the ſoil alters gradually, and ont 
the weſt, is found a black mould, three or four feet deep, on a ſtratu n of a gravelly, porous, nature, 
where not a ſingle pimento tree is to be ſeen. As my dwelling-houſe is on the top of that hill, ang, 
of courſe, the road leading to it is cut round the hill, I could not help obierying the different ſtrata of 
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me different ſoils, of which it is compoſed, and at the fame time the different trees it produced, that are 
0 oppoſue in their natures. Another remarkable inſtance, that evinces tlie propenſity of the pimento 
tree to grow in a ſteril foil, is, the example of a pimento tree, which ] left growing as a curioſity ; and 
which is from thirty to forty feet high, and 13 exccedingly ſtraight ; it ſtands on the ridge of a rock, 

which is about twenty feet circumference, and is near eight feet above the ſurface of the ground. and 
peinted at the top; on this top ſtands the hedv cf che tree, from the trunk of which the roots, encom- 
patting the whole circu:r.ference of the rock, go down to the earth, whence the tree receives its nutri- 


tion, | 
« Tt is an ob'ervation, in the Weſt. Indies, that upon the breaking up of any new ground, where 


hard-wocd treees are growing. the land is bad; thus, wherever the pimento tree, tie builet tree, the 
maſlic, and the v tree or ſatin word, prevail, it is indubitable ſuch ground is of a ſteril nature; 
but, on the contrary, wherever ſoft. porous s trees abound, ſuch ſoil is generally fruitful ; though ſome- 
ti nes a hard- wood tree may be found in a good piece of woody ground; but where the trees in gene- 
ral are, either of a hard, tough nature, or of a porous and ſoit kind; in the former caſe, the ſoil is ſteril, 
and in the latter, it 1s invariabls the reverſe. The wood of the clove-tree is of a hard cloſe grain, 
though not ſo tough as the pimento. In the Moluccas, where the clove-trees grow, the ground is co- 
vered with them, and will not admit the culture of any thing elſe; the ſoil is good only for the clove- 
tree, and feril for any other plants, whence I conclude, that the clove-tree does not require a fertile 
ſoil, However, leſt theſe opinions, concerning the affinity of the two ſpices, and the conſequence de- 
duced from it, of fimilar foils being ſuitable to the nature of both, may be conſidered as rather ſpecula- 
tive, I ſhall, adhering ſtrictly to the rules I have laid down for myſelf, now call to my aſſiſtance, ex- 
perience, that beſt teacher, that ſure guide, which, by regular ſteps, hatly brought me to the knowledge 
of truth, and enabled me to determine what ſcil is beſt adapted to the valuable ſpice in queſtion. 

+ The old French government, who, in this reſpect, merits praiſe and imitation, having found the 
means, by the active addreſs of Vir. PCivre, to obtain from the Molucca and Bands iſles, ſeveral trees 
and ſeeds of cloves and nutmegs, the coloniſts planted tliein in the iſland of Bourbon“; and ſome of 
theſe trees having ſucceeded, they {ent ſeveral plants from that iſland to Cagenne. The nutmeg has not 
truned there: For the tice is of two ſexes, and the male only, it is faid, was ſent there. The clove 
however, ſucceeded ſo well, that the planters now gather confiderable crops. About the month of July, 
1789. a friend of mine {ent me, as a preſent, a clove tree about fix inches high, having fix or eight 
leaves, and accompanied with a printed paper reſpecting the cultivatior of. it. 1t was required by my 
friend's paper, that the tree ſhould be planted in a rich foil, and in a moiſt and cool ſituation, and i in 
the ſhade of ſome trecs round it. It was alto obſerved, by my friend, that the tree would thrive bei}, 
if it were planted between four plantain trees. The continent of Cayenne being free from hurricanes, 
and the iſland of Dominica being, on the contrary, expoſed to them, I thought 1 that the plantain trees 
were of too tender a nature to afford a ſufficient thade ; becauſe with the leaſt guſt of wind they might 
fall on the clove tree and deſtroy it: In conſequence, I ſelected one of the richeſt ſpots on my eſtate, 
being a rich black ſoil, where I had ſixteen thouſand coffee trees growing moſt luxuriantly; between 
four of thoſe coffee trees I planted my clove tree with great care; I ſurrounded it with ſticks to prevent 
it from being trod upon; the coffee trees ſerved as a ſhade, and my intention was, when the clove tree 
thould extend itſelf, to lop or cut down the coffee tree neareſt to it. Every poſſible care was taken of 
this plant, it was kept clean, and every time [ went on my eſtate I viſited It; knowing of what con- 
ſeguence it would be to the public in general, and to me in particular, if I 3 bring this expefiment 
to ſucceed. It may be ealily ſuppoſed with what anxiety I viewed the growth of the plant; but, alas! 
what was my grief when I found the clove tree hardly vegetating, loſing its old leaves as new ones 
{prung at the — and in the long ſpace of near ſix months, not gaining an inch in heiglit; diſap- 
pointed in my hopes, I informed my friend of the little ſucceſs I had had, and intreated his 3 | 
in procuring other trees, it poſſible. In the month of December 1789, two more trees were ſent to

me. From my firſt diſappointment, I withed to plant theſe new trees nearer to my houſe, and in a 
Place that would be convenient for watching and promoting their growth. I muſt now recall to the 
mind of the reader the deſeription T gave of the hill on which my dwelling-houſe is ſituated, which 
hill, to the eaſtward is compoſed of a ſtiff, red-clay ſoil ; at the foot of this hill, and on the eaſt ſide; 


is ſituated my garden; to obtain a flat of about one hundred and twenty feet ſquare, one part of that 


hill has been dug and levelled, which in ſome parts has made a bank of nearly eleven feet high; the 
ground was ſpread over, in order to fill up the inequalities of 'the ſurface ; it will readily be obſerved 
how poor ſome part of that ſurface muſt be, particularly on that ſide, where eleven feet were cut from 
the hill. Here, T planted the above-mentioned two trees, but at the ſame time, took care to place 
them as far as I could from that fide of the hill, which had been pared down, as T had obſerved its ſoil 
was a ſliff, red-clay ; I therefore dug two holes at about twelve feet from each other, of about eighteen 
Inches diameter, and two feet deep; finding the ſubſtratum to be of a yellow, ſtrong, gravelly nature, [ 
filled up theſe two holes with ſome good mould, and in each of them I planted a clove-tree; they 
grew faſt, and with Juxuriance; which induced me to tranſplant the firſt clove-iree Thad received into 
the ſame garden, obſerving the ſame treatment; but whilſt that tree was growing; to my ſatisfaction, an 
inſect deſtroved tlie top of it, and occaſioned its death. | 43 
&« In the month of November, 1791, being at Martinico, I viſited the different gardens in and about 
the town of St, Pierre: as I was walking in the garden belonging to the Dominican friars, I. remarked 
ſeveral young clove-trees, each in a ſeparate baſket ; they were the property of a gardener from Ca- 
yenne. and were to be diſpoſed of. I purchaſed the whole of them, conſiſting of fourteen trees; after 
collecting. from the generoſity of my fiiends, different other plants, ] returned to Dominica, rich with my 
new acquiſition of clove- trees, and determined to try different ſoils. Holes were dug in ſeveral parts of 
mv garcen, from twelve to fourteen feet diſtance, and of about the ſame dimenſions as thoſe mentioned 
be fore; on examining the ſoil, I found ſome of a Riff gravelly nature; in other parts, the ſubſtratum 
was of a vellow ſandy kind ; in ſome holes, after taking out about fix inches of the ſurface, I found a 
Tiff; red-clay; mixing ſome black mould with the different earths taken out of theſe holes, I filled 
them up, and planted in them ten out of the fourteen trees, reſerving four trees for that part of the 
garden nearer the foot of the hill, where ten or eleven feet had been cut frem-the furface.; there 1 dag 
no more than was neceſſary to plant my trees; the ground was a cloſe, compact, ſtiff, red-clay. In 
order to make an experiment, I mixed no mould, dung, ſand, or other ſoil, with deſign to open the 
pores of the clay, but planted theſe laſt four trees in that clay, withoutthe affiſtance of any thing what- 
ever; abandoning their fate to nature, being reſolved to run the ritk of loſing them, for the purpoſe of 
aſcertaining, whether the clove-tree required a rich ſoil or not, At the moment I now write, (Oo. 
ber 1793), twenty-three months have elapſed, ſince the planting-of theſe laſt fourtcen trees; and it is 
with ſatis action I can aſſert, that the four trees, which were planted in the clay, have grown, with at 


leaſt as much, if not mere luxuriance, than the other ten; they are from five to fix feet high, growing 


with vicour, fally furniſhed with branches at the bottom, and terminating in a point at the top, like a 
pvramid ; out of thoſe fourteen trees, ſix af them were planted in a row, in the flatteſt part of the gar- 
den; the ground with which the holes had been filled up having ſunk a little below the ſurface, a hol- 
low round three of theſe trees was formed, and the water, not having a ſufficient current, collected 
round them; one tree died; the other two appearing to be in a declining ſtate, I raiſed them above fix 
inches, that tlie v might be rather above the ſurface ofthe ground. Although theſe trees were planted 
with the others in November, 1791, one of the two declining trees is not above ſix inches high, and the 
other twelve inches, whilſt the other trees are three feet in height; this is a fuifcient proof, that the 
clove- ttee requires a dry ſituation, and dreads a ſpringy damp ſoil; though a certain degree of moiſture 
-will promote its growth. | 
In the month of January, 1793, with much trouble and expence, ( | fay trouble, becauſe the ex- 
pertation from the French iſlands is prohibited), J procured two boxes of moiſer of clevc*; the berries 


* Berries of the clove-tree ripe and tit for vegetalion. 
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were packed, ſome in ſand, others in looſe earth; upon receiving them, I ordered beds to be prepared 
in my garden, and in different parts of my eſtate, for the conveniency of tranſplanting, and of ſaving 
diſtance, when the nurſeries ſhould be fit for that purpoſe. I planted theſe ſeeds at about fix inches 
diſtance, covering them with about one inch of earth. I had been previouſly told, that the clove-tree, 
when young, requires to be ſheltered from the ſun; but reflefting on the latitudes of Cayenne, and of 
the Moluccas, which are under the fourth and fifth degrees, the one north, the other ſouth, and the 11- 
titude of Nominica, which is between the fifteenth and ſixteenth degrees north, I knew, that ten degrees 
would make a material difference in the climate, particularly on Montpellier eſtate, which is ſituated on 
an elevated ſituation. and about three miles diſtant from the ſea. I thought, that if I could rear thote 
ſeecs without the aſſiſtance of any ſhade, they would, from their infancy, be inured to the ſun and air, 
would be more hardy, and conſequently, would bear tranſplanting with leſs riſk and danger; but, in 
this I was deceived. The mother of clove, on its firſt viſible vegetation, appears like a ſmall, ſtraight, 
red dart; when it comes to two inches high, two ſmall red leaves are ſeen on its top; on the firſt ap- 
pearance of theſe leaves, when hardly perceptible to the naked eye, I found, that on the ſun ſhining 
with any degree of heat, the plants drooped and periſhed ; whereby many ſeeds were loſt: I therefore 
cauſed ſmall frames to be erected over all the beds, about three feet high from the ground, and I ſpread 
on them plantain leaves, in orcer to ſhade the young plants : I kept ſupplying thoſe leaves for near nine 
months; after which time I ſuffered the leaves to decay gradually, that the ſun might be admitted to 
the plants, as they acquired ſtrength; and in the ſpace of twelve months, they were fit to be tranſ- 
planted. Out of fix thouſand mother of claves, I ſaved from fifteen to ſixteen hundred trees, which [ 
began to tranſplant in Januarv, 1794 ; to perform which I cauſed fix machines of -tin to be made, 
and planted my trees in the open held, at ſixteen feet diſtance. They are growing very luxuriantly ; 
J have loſt but few, and none but ſuch as were in places, where the water collected. They are now 
fifteen months old, from the day they were tranſplanted, and moſt of them are between three and 
four fee! high, apparently very healthy. The ground, wherein they are planted, had been under cotlee 
for forty years; the cofſee trees had decayed, which I tried in vain to replace, but they would not 
grow, Peing diſappointed, I turned it into a paſture, which, from neglect, was covered with g1ava 
buſkes, a plant very prejudicial to any {01]; I then. reſolved to clear it, and plant my clove trees in i. 
This paſture gronnd, on.the whole, is of a compatt, ſtrong, gravelly ſoil; in ſome parts it is of a 
clayey nature; but the trees grow well in both. | | 

„ have alſo remarked, that in collecting all the nſeful exotic plants, that J could procure; ſuch as 
the bread fruit, the cinnamon, black pepper, and many forts of fruit trees, from different parts of the 
world, for ſeve: al of which I am indebted to Mr. Anderſon of his majeſty's Botanic Garden at St. Vin: 
cent, I was obliged to extend my garden ground; and took, for that purpoſe, a plot adjacent ro it, 
which is in the form of a bowl; in;the centre of this bow], I cauſed a road to be made, in order to Ob. 
tain a circular walk.; on the ſide of which, and in the looſe earth that had been dug out of the bank, [ 
planted, at certain diſtances, clove- trees, that would ſerve for ornament as well as uſe. They grew 
very well for ſome lime; but ſeveral of thoſe trees decaying, and periſhing daily, ſome of them were 
plucked out; on examining the roots, I found they were black, very wet, and the fibres decaved and 
rotten ; which proves, that the Joote earth, admitting of too much moiſture, occationed their decay. 
All theſe obſervations, I hope, will be ſufficient to ſhew the nature of the grounJ, which is fittett 757 
the clove-trœe, and to prove, Cigatly, that it does not require a rich foil, or a looſe one; but on the 
contrary, will thrive beſt in, a ſtrong compact futl, whether of a gravellv, or cl:yev, nature. 

„And here, let me be. indulged with the pleaſing reflection, in the hope I entertain of being the 
means of compenſating the uniortunate planters of J. a Soye, in this ifland, for their pait misfortunes ; 
it being my opinion, that the land, of that quarter of the iſſand of Dominica, wi.l be as good as ay 
for the propagating of the clove-tiee. The only thing I can foreſee, that will dilappoint this Expecta- 
tion, is the violent winds ; the ſettlers, in that quarter having unfortunately, and very 1mprudently, cut 
Gown all the woods along the fea-fide, a thick hedge of which they ouglit to have left ſtanding, to pie. 
vent the wind hom ſhaking, and the ca air from parching their plants; to remedy which, hedges of 
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-pords dove may be planted at ſhort diſtances, particularly towards the ſea.ſide, and on elevated grounds ; 
facing the eaſt, My hope is the more founded, as find, that the branches of the clove-tree are not 
only of a pliant, but elaſtick nature; that the tree, when once five years old, is able to reſiſt a great 
deal of wind; and when full grown, will be as ſtrong as the pimento tree. It is alſo very pleaſing to 
obſerve, that the flowering and ſeeding are entirely out of the hurricane months, and that it requires 
very little weeding, when three years old, no graſs growing under the ſhade of its foliage. | | 
* Asabbe Ea nal has been very exact in his deſcription of the clove, I ſhall adopt the ſame from 
his hiſtory. © The Hon ers of the clove tree are diſpoſed in a corymbus terminalis ; they have each of them a 
long quadrifid calix, which bears as many fetals, and a great-number of ſtamina; the piſtil, incloſed at the 
bottom of this caliæ, becomes along with it an oviform fruit, filled up with a fingle kernel, and known by 
the name of mother of cleve; this ſame calix, gathered before the unfolding of the petals and the fecundation 
of. the piſtil, is the clove as ſold in the flops. The clove is fit to be gathered when it has acquired a reddiſh © 
caſt, and a certain degree of firmneſs.” The two clove trees, which I planted in December 1 789, ap- 
peared with clove buds, on or about the 2oth January, 1795; ſome of the cloves were fit to be ga- 
thered in May and June following.; and ſuch of the cloves as were left on the trees for the purpole of 
obtaining the mother of cloves, for ſeeds, acquired a proper degree of maturity, in July and Auguſt :. 
So that allowing-thoſe two trees to be about one year old, when they came to me, from the ſeeds, 
which I plonted, 1 judge they were of that age; I think the clove tree becomes productive, in the 
courſe of little more than fix years, inſtead of nine years, as mentioned by abbe Raynal. 
„ have this vear (1795) but two clove trees that are bearing; in the year 1796, I ſhall have twenty- 
four more; ard in the year 1799, J fhall have from fifteen to ſixteen hundred trees, in a ſtate of pro- 
duction. Such of the trees, as are ſituated in flat grounds, I ſhall leave to their natural growth, by 
which more profit will be got, and ſhady walks obtained, an object of conſideration in a warm climate; 
and tlioſe trees that are placed on a declivity, 1 ſhall top at eight or nine feet, for the convenience of 
gathering. Having few cloves to gather this year, (1795), they were picked with the hand. In the 
Moluccas, the planters either ſpread clothes on the ground, or ſweep the ground clean under and about 
the trees, and with the aſſiſtance of reeds, they cauſe the cloves to fall down; after which they expoſe 
them. for a few.davs, to ſmoke upon hurdles, which are covered with large leaves; and this fumigation 
is followed by drying the cloves in the ſun. - | | 
n order to aſcertain the beſt mode of rendering the cloves merchantable, T *tried Teveral wavs of 
. deſiccating them when gathered. The firſt, that I cured, in the ſhade, and in a warm room, were a 
fortnioht before they appeared dry; and on breaking them with the nail, the ball, which is on the top 
of the clove, J found:in the inſide to be mouldy ; and on chewing the clove, they had a muſty taſte : 
I from theſe cireumſtances found, that this mode of curing the cloves would not anſæer. | 
« he ſecond gathering of cloves, I deficcated entirely by the heat of the ſun, When dried they 
appeared of. a-blacker hue than the E aft-Indiacloves, but, of a ſtronger, and more pungent taſte. | 
« Jhe third tial, aſter gathering the cloves, on a very rainy day, I' put them-in a ſtove, which J 
had conſtructed for that purpoſe, and leit for.two nights and a dav : | he heat was rather ſtrong, and 
the rainy weather. having prevented me from gaing-to town, hindered me from getting a thermometer | 
to aſcertain the degiee of heat of the ſtove. At the end «f the ſecond night, 1 took the cloves from | 1 
the ſtove. and completed the defecation by the ſun; which operation, when, pertected, gave the cloves ö

ſun. Aſter taking the cloves out of the ſtove, the reſt of the deſiccation was done by the ſun. I found 
theſe cloves, when perſectly dry, to be of a browniſh hue, not ſo ſtrong in taſte as thoſe deſiccated by 
the ſun only, but ſtronger than thoſe that had been for two nights and a day.expoſed in the ſtove to a 
greater heat than theſe laſt, Having ſet aſide the firſt curing by the ſhade, I have numbered the cloves 
that underwent. the three laſt deſiccations, No. 1, 2, and 3: The perſons, to whoſe judgment theſe 
ſpecimens will be ſubmitted, will decide on the beſt quality amongſt the three ſorts; all of which are 
far ſuperior in their ſtrength, and pungency, to thoſe that come from the Eaſt-Indies, and appear to me 
to contain a great deal more eſſential oil: For, when expoſed to heat, on preſſing the nail on a clove, 
the eſſential oll is perceived to come out of it; which is not the caſe with the Eaſt-India cloves, at leaſt 
ſuch as I have bought, in this ifland, for the purpoſe of comparing them with mine. 

In curing the clove, I find it indiſpenſable to have a ſtove, for the following reaſons: After ga- 
thering cloves, I perceived that if they were not, within a ſhort time after ſuch gathering. faded, either 
by the heat of the ſun, or by that of a ſtove, that the greateſt part of the cloves, on being dried after- 
wards, acquired a light browniſh hue, loſt their firmneſs, ſtrength, or pungency; and many appeared 

as damaged cloves, and, as the weather 1s exceedingly variable, in this part of the world, and the air, 
in general, damp, particularly in the country, it will be abſolutely neceſſary to have a ſtove heated to 
the degree before-mentioned ; and to leave the cloves in it till they are faded, I mean, until they have 
acquired a brown hue; after which, the reft of the deficcation may be done at caſe, by the heat of the 
ſan, or by expoſure in a dry airy room. 

« The annual production of a clove tree in the Molucca iſlands, according to abbe Renate ac- 
count, is about three pounds for each tree. There they are topped, at from eight to nine feet, for the 
conveniency of gatliering; but in Cayenne, where they are left without topping, and where there are 
clove trees larger than our orange trees, it 1s reported, they any from forty to fifty pounds, each 
tree, 

« The two trees, which, under my management, have ered cloves, this year, on the Mont- 
pellier eſtate, have netted me four pounds and a half of cured cloves, beſides two pourids, at leaſt, of 
cloves, which J have left on the trees, to obtain mother of cloves, for the multiplication of that ſpize; 
and beſides this, I have about half a pound of cloves, which having fallen on the ground before their 
degree of maturity, have been dried, and are very good for domeſtic uſe: Theſe laſt are ſtrong, but 
ſmall : So that theſe two trees have produced more than ſeven pounds of cloves. As this is the firſt time 
of their production, and they are young, it may be reaſonably expected, that when older, they will 
| acquire more ſtrength and more branches; and conſequently, will be a great deal more productive, 
The following manner of planting, and rearing, the clove tree, from the mother of clove, appears to 
me to be the moſt promiſing of ſucceſs ;— 

« Looſen your ground, plant your mother of cloves, at fix or eiglit inches diſtance ; cover them 
with about one inch thick of earth; let the place be ſhaded from the rays of the ſun, covering the beds 
with ſome leaves, or any thing, at the height of about three feet; ſo that the air may paſs under. When 
the ſeedlings have acquired Px or ſix green leaves, let them be expoſed a little to the ſun and air, until 
they are about fix or eight inches high; then tranſplant them in the following manner: Take the plant- 
ing machine, ſhut the hinge, lay it to the tree, taking care that the tree is in the centre, puſh the ma- 
1 5 down as far as it can go, the deeper the better; then with a flat trowel, dig the earth till you have 
reached the bottom of the planting machine; after this, puſh the trowel under the bottom of the ma- 
chine, and holding it with the tree in it with the left hand, raifing it with the trowel in the right hand, 
take up the tree, and carry it to the place of its deſtination : If there be a number of trees to be tran. 
planted, get a box that will hold as many trees as you have planting machines, ſo that a perſon can carry 
them to the place they are intended for: Then, digging a hole a little larger than the ſize of the ma- 
cine, and looſening a little of the earth at the bottom of the holes, put your tree with the planting 
wachine into the hole, taking care that the foot of the tree is on a level with the ſurface of the ground; 
All up with looſe earth all the vacancies remaining round the planting machine, without preſſing it 

down; 


down; after this, take out the wire which ſhuts the hinge of the planting machine, whereby it will 
open of itſelf, ſufficiently, to be looſened from the earth it contains; ther? draw up the planting ma- 
chine with the left hand. keeping the back of the right hand in the inſide of the machine, with the 
body of the tree betwixt your fingers, to keep the tree and earth from coming up. This done, preſs 
down the earth lightly round the tree. and mould it up round, ſo as to be an inch above the ſurface of 
the ground, for the purpoſe of preventing water from collecting about the tree; and every time you 
weed it, keep it in that ſituation, by moulding it round with the adiacent earth. 1] he tranſplanting of 
trees ought to be done in rainy weather. As to the diſtance to be allowed betwixt each tree, [ am told, 
that at Cayenne, the trees are planted at twenty feet, I have planted mine at ſixteen” feet diſtance, 
which appears to me fully adequate. It is not in my power to determine, at preſent, the full fize of a 
grown clove tree, having none older than fix years, Which are only eight feet diameter, and about 
eleven feet high. | | 
„ have, in the courſe of this narrative, ſubmitted ſuch remarks, as T have been able to make, dur 
ing the laſt five years, on the growth, culture, and production, cf the clove tree: No doubt improve- 
ments will be made, as the cultivation of that ſpice becomes extended. Strongly impreſſed with a due: 
ſenſe of gratitude to my moſt gracious ſovereign, and the happy government under which I have {o 
long lived, and deſirous of being uſeful to the people, that have adopted me. my carneſt wiſh is to pro- 
pagate that precious ſpice; thinking it poſſible, that in a few years we might add this branch of trade to 
the Britiſh colonies, and be no longer under the neceſſity of purcia'ing cloves from foreigners: 1 am 
the more inclined to think fo, fron the produce of the two trecs. t!at I have cultivated . is year (1795), 
and from the probable produce of thoſe trees, that will bear fruit the neut. I might in the courſe of five 
years (beginning in 1790) ſupply the Englith colonies with twenty thouſand trees, particularly, as the 
whole of the trees J have now planred, will be productive in leſs than three vears and a half from this 
date (195); but being owner of only a few negroes, I could not attend to ſuch extenfive nurſeries, 
without neglecting the intereſt of my family: However, I hope to be able, next year, to diſpoſe of a 
| few hundred trees, and to continve ſo to do annually, | neo 
Having ſuccceded in propagating the cinnamon tree from flips, and from them having now a great 
many trees in my poſſeſſion, this will be the ſubject of my future remarks : I will only obſerve, at pre- 
ſent, that hedges miglit be made of that tree, to ſhelter other productions: and by that means prove a

J beg leave to acquaint your lordſhip, that I have read with attention the paper on the ſucceſsful cul- 
ture of the clove tree in Dominica, wizich your lordſhip did me the honour of referring to me, and 
am of opinion, that it ought to be printed for the information of his majeſiy's ſubjects in the Weſt- 
Indies, and other intertropical colonics. by 

Mr. Buee is, as far as I knew, the firſt perſon, _ has obſeryed, that the pimento tree proſpers 3 f 
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in thoſe ſteril ſoils where trees whoſe wood is of a hard texture abound, and that ſugar cannot be cul- 
tivated to advantage i in ſuch* places; alſo, on the other hand, that where trees, whole wood is ſoft, are 
naturally found, pimento trees rarely are met with, and ſugar plantations will ſucceed; on ſuch ſteril 


ſoils he has tried clove trees, and found them congenial to its nature. 


Theſe obſervations open to the cultivators © f hot climates a new ſource of wealth, 61 ich will not 
robably be confined to the growth of cloves; other ſpices may alſo proſper beſt in the barren foils of 
the Weſt-Indies, as Javender, thyme, and other aromatic plants, are Known to do in thoſe of Eu- 

rope. 

1 have the honour of ſending to your lord{hip, with this, a paper containing ſamples of cloves re- 
ceived by me from Mr. Buee ſome months ago: Nos. 1 and 2, mentioned by him are mixed; 
No. 3, his beſt ſort, are ſeparate. Your lordſhip may, if you think fit, order a compariſon to be made, 
by ſome dealers in ſpice, between theſe and the cloves we uſually receive from the Dutch: I ſhall only 


add, that when I applied for information on the ſame ſubje& to an eminent wholeſale dealer in that 


article, the only anſwer I obtained, was, that he thought me grievouſly deceived, in ſuppoſing the cloves 
to be the produce of the Welt Indies, he being abſolutely certain they came from the Eaſt. TIP 
In caſe your lordſhip ſhould think fit to oder any explanatory matter to be added to Mr. Buce's diſ- 


ſertation, I incloſe a liſt of the uſeful plants cultivated in the royal gardens at the Iſle of France in 


1790, and at that time ready for diſtribution among the coloniſts*, The publication of ſuch a docu- 
ment will not only ſhew the attention paid by the French nation, while under their ancient govern 
ment, to the tranſportation of uſeful plants from one part of the globe to another, but ſet an example 
to our royal gardens at St. Vincent's, inſtituted for ſimilar purpoſes, though poſſibly not ſupplied with 


equal funds, and will alſo encourage the Weſt India planters to apply for and reteive ſuch plants, of 


which there are many, as are now there ready for delivery.
